Gentlemen, 

Owinr  to  the  continuance  of  the  state  cf  War, 
the  Local  Government  Board  have  requested  that  brevity 
should  be  a  marled  feature  and  have  sanctioned  the  deletion 
cf  many  detail?  cf  a  reneral  nature  from  this  past  year's 
Report  which  have  usually  preceded  and  been  included  in 
the  Reports  of  former  years. 

The  continuance  of  War  conditions  and  the 
considerable  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  troops 
stationed  in  cur  District  has  rot  to  any  rreat  extent 
interfered  with  the  reneral  rood  health  of  cur  Civil 
population,  and  this  Report  deals  only  with  that  section 
of  the  community  and  excludes  entirely  that  of  the 
Military,  except  in  the  sense  cf  mutual  protection  fro® 
contamination  and  infection. 

The  Census  oh  the  civil  population  in  1911  was 
844.  In  1914  we  estimated  the  population  at  940.  For 
1915,  we  have  estimated  the  population  at  980. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1914  was  94.4  per  If 000 
of  the  population.  The  total  number  of  births  for  1915 
belnr  15,  this  rives  us  a  Birth  Rate  Of  15.69  per  1,000, 
estimated  population  belnr  860. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1914  was  11.7  per  1,000  of 
the  population,  and  as  we  have  estimated  the  population 
at  960  and  the  number  of  deaths  >'ein^  9,  this  rives  us  a 
Death  Rate  cf  9.37  per  1,000  for  the  year  1915.  The  deaths

One  Death  from  Diphtheria  was  reri stared  durinr  the 
year  1915.  This  ri^es  us  a  Zymotic  Death  late  of  1.04  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

One  death  from  Tuberculosis  rives  us  a  Tuberculosis 
mzXK  Mortality  cf  3  .04  per  1,000. 

Nothin r  of  an  epidemical  nature  appearevd  amours t  the 
civil  population  durinr  1915.  Four  cases  cf  Diphtheria  were 
notified  durinr  the  year;  ore  case  only  heinr  removed  to  the 
Infectious  Hospital  at  Pa safer l ey  . 

Under  the  Section  cf  Town  Flanninr  and  Hcuelnr  of  the 
WorVinr  Classes  as  required,  by  Article  V.  cf  the  Hcusinr 
temjiatior.s  of  1910  in  rerard  to  Inspection  of  Puildiiye 
under  section  17  of  the  Hcusinr  a  *d  Town  PiaHtlinr  Act  of  1909 
Inspection  of  Houses,  for  the  purposes  of  this  /let,  the 
District  was  divide  *  into  four  sections,  i.  e.  (l  )  North¬ 
wester,  (?)

adjoininr  tfte  Thornton  Military  Camp,  two  privies  wi tft 
adjolninr  ashpits  were  condensed  and  two  dry  earth  pail 
closets  and  dust  bins  were  substituted. 

Tfte  Voluntary  schools  in  the  Willare  were  also 
inspected;  but  a?  the  Village  population  is  practically 
stationary,  there  is  no  overcrow  din  rt  and  tfte  sanitary 
conditions  have  periodical  inspection  from  the  Sanitary 
Officer  and  his  staff,  $o  Closinr  Orders  were  issued 
durinp  tfte  year. 

These  are  practically  the  same  as  these  reported, 
last  year. 

There  is  n&tftinr  special  to  report  under  this  heading, 
tfte  factors  acting  adversely  ©v/in r  to  the  state  of  war. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  exceptionally  rood;  but 
I  have  had  on  two  occasions  to  led ye  complaints  with  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Water  Office  demanding  increased 
pressure,  as  the  supply  in  the  Northern  section  of  the 
District  is  not  satisfactory.  This  way  ft©  due  to  the 
unusual  and  unexpected  special  service  required  by  tfte 
Encampments  • 

This  is  derived  from,  two  Farm.  Dairies.  The  County 
Authorities  have  jurisdiction  as  regards  collection  and 
analysis  of  samples  under  tft©  food  and  Drurs  Act • 

Seavenrinr  has  been  systematically  carried  out  by  the 
Local  Authority.  There  have  been  several  causes  of  complaint 
arisinr  from  the  pollution  of  tfte  boundary  watercourse© 
(Little  Crosby —Thornton )  by  the  Military  effluent,  and  I 
have  devoted  much  time  in  assisting  tfte  Camp  Authorities 
in  providing  a  remedy. 

Special  earns  and  circulars  dealinr  with  house 
refuse  destruction  and  the  suppression  of  the  house  fly 
nuisance  and  danger  have  been  distributed  during  the  year.

General 

Observations. 


The  inspection  and  eleanrinr  of  the  B?iries  and 
Shippons  have  received  rysteraatie  attention  • 

Although  war  conditions  still  prevail  in  cur  District, 
the  general  health,  of  the  population  has  been  rood,  and 
whilst  the  Birtb  Rate  has  been  somewhat  under  that  of  the 
previous  year,  our  Death  late  is  also  under  the  Death  Rate 
or  last  year,  i.  a.  £  .87  for  1915  as  compared  with  13.7  per 
1,000  of  the  population  for  1014.  All  thinrr  considered, 
the  favourable  healthy  conditions  cf  the  District  ’  ave  esn 
maintained,  thoufh  tie  work  thrown  or:  the  Staff  through 
tK©  unitary  occupation  has  been  very  consi  derably  increased .
